venturing on raids. One of these 
forms, in addition to auti.air> 
craft guns, is that hundreds 
of csptive bslloonB ■ttichsd- to 
three mile cables, sent np into 
the air every night, across the 
city for many miles. When an 
airplane strikes one of these 
eabke it becomes entsogled and 
drops to the earth. Raids made 
at night, the aviators "fail to see 
the cables until striking them, 
and if made in daytime the anti- 
alr-oraft guns do the work for 
them. Thirty three raids have 
been made on London since M r. 
Hackley's residenoe in that city 
As many a hundred people have 
lost their lives in a single explo 
sive from bombs dropped from 
the air. Three forms of missiles 
are used by the enemy. Explo- 
sive^ bombs, iseendiavy bombs 
andMarta. The first named ex 
plode upon contact with the earth 
or obstacle, the second is made 
with a piercing point and is of 
snch wdffht that when dropt will 
force its way thronffh live floors 
of a building ani is arranged to 
immediately start a fire fiom 
chemicals, eonristinK of aUnmi- 
num dust and oxide iron, which 
when set on fire from a detona- 
tor in the bomb makes molten 
iron of w mixture with a 5.000 
degree' Fahrenheit. In the 
early days of the war on some of 
these raids as many as a dozen 
fires were under way at the same, 
t'me. Owing to good organiza- 
tion and prepnriiioas Bade for 
these emergencies the fires are 
quickly subdued. Fifty planes 
are sometimes sent upon these 
raids: tho never mmre then five 
ventnre over the city, and they 
only for a short distance, fearing 
these balloon cables. The major- 
ity drop bombs near onukirta of 
city and return home reporttng 
they have bombed London. The 
Rhineish cities of Germany are

Producers of poultry and eggs 
can ship their own product with- 
oat a licensa Dealers who ship 
witlM>ut a liomiae wiliiect la tion- 
ble with the Government. 

Retail merchants who do not 
get tiieir applications for sugar 
certfficatea in before |aly 15th 
will not be aUe to bay aay more 
sugar this year. 

Retail merchants can no longer 
furnish customers with a certi- 
ficate to bay twenty-five pounds 
of sugar for canning purposes. 
Some body has misused these 
certificates. The twenty- five 
pounds of sogar can atill be 
bought for canning pnrposes.but 
the County Food Administrator 
has to issue the certificates. The 
merchant who sells this sugar 
can seifl theaa certifieMea to hia 
wholesaler and buy sugar on them 
to replace the sugar for canning. 
The merchants allowance is to be 
sold for regolar table purposes, 
and to cnatomers wtio will agree 
to '-'use not more than three 
pounds per month for each indi- 
vidual. « 

The Government having of 
wool is still so complicated that 
it will be advisable for small pro 
ducers to sell to local buyers 
Ho local buyer cen be a profiteer 
in this product. Anv local bayer 
can buy wool, as it will ultimately 
reach the Government factories. 

Millers can grind wheat for 
the farmer and deliver- to him a 
three oMmtiis ■annrfy of Hoar on 

the basis of twelve pounds of 
flour, for each thirty days, for 
each individual in the family. 
The miller isan receive an amount 
of wheat equal to a nine months 
supply, but the last six months 
supply can not be delivered now, 
but is subject to any ruling 
passed later. But the consumer 
in every caae must agree to use 
an equu aaMMint of 4oar sobati- 
tutes.

This compares a three-year profit with a one-year profit — 
a nunif estly unfair method of comparison.

The aggregate three-year profit of $140,000t000 was 
earned on sales of over four and a half billion dollars.
